The  market  gardner  who  grows  cabbage  for  early  market  or  shipment  knows  how  important  it  is  to  get  cabbage  on  the  market  early, 
if  large  profits  are  to  be  realized.  The  home  gardener  also  wants  some  very  early  cabbage,  and  wants  to  avoid  the  trouble  and  expense 
of  growing  plants  in  hotbeds.  The  best  solution  of  this  problem  is  THE  FROST  PROOF  CABBAGE  PLANT. 

In  South  Georgia  and  parts  of  South  Carolina  the  soil  and  climate  are  especially  adapted  to  the  growing  of  hard,  tough  cabbage  plants 
during  the  fall  and  winter.  The  plants  make  a slow  growth  during  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  and  soon  become  very  tough  and  hardy. 
When  very  cold  weather  comes  the  plants  are  dormant,  the  leaves  are  of  a reddish  purple  color,  and  the  plants  may  be  shipped  to 
tei'ritory  with  a colder  climate.  The  plants  will  stand  a temperature  of  20  degrees  above  zero  without  injury,  and  may  be  set  in  the 
open  field  four  weeks  before  hotbed  plants.  The  top  of  Ihe  plant  does  not  grow  until  warm  weather  comes,  but  the  root  becomes  estab- 
lished, enabling  the  plant  to  make  a rapid  start,  and  mature  headed  cabbage  two  or  three  weeks  earlier. 

We  make  a specialty  of  growing  HIGH  GRADE  Frost  Proof  Cabbage  Plants.  These  plants  are  grown  in  the  open  field  on  our  own 
fai-ms  at  Albany,  Ga.  and  Greenville,  S.  C.  We  grow  all  of  our  plants  on  our  own  farms  from  selected  seed,  and  do  not  buy  a plant  that 
we  sell.  No  second  hand  plants  shipped.  We  therefore  know  exactly  what  we  are  shipping  our  customers. 

The  plants  are  pulled  and  carefully  packed  by  expert  help,  so  as  to  reach  their  destination  in  good  shape.  Different  varieties  are 
tagged  so  that  our  customers  can  separate  different  kinds.  All  plants  are  tied  in  bunches  of  50.  We  can  ship  successfully  to  any  part  of 
the  United  States.

later.  It  stands 
p r e-eminent  as 
the  best  spring- 
cabbage  for  the 
South.  It  is  prob- 
ably more  largely 
planted  for  ship- 
ment than  any  other  variety.  The  heads  are  of  uniform  size,  and 
maturity,  and  of  very  large  size  for  an  early  cabbage.  A strong- 
favorite  with  Southern  growers  as  a main  crop. 


One  of  the  earliest 
of  the  flat-head  varie- 
ties. It  is  a second- 
early  variety  coming  in 
immediately  after 
early  varieties.  A sure 
header  and  a very 
hardy  grower,  both  in 
cold  and  hot  weather. 
The  heads  become  solid 
long  before  they  are 
fully  grown,  so  that, 
though  immature, 
heads  of  satisfactory 
size  may  be  cut  long 
before  it  is  at  its  best. 
A splendid  kind  for 
winter  heading,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  main  crop.

Its  chief  features 
besides  earliness  are  re- 
markable size,  averaging 
10  pounds,  compactness, 
even  maturity,  and  fine 
quality.  Maturing  at 
about  the  same  time  as 
the  Early  Jersey  Wake- 
field, it  produces  larger 
heads  than  any  other  cab- 
bage equally  as  early.  The 
heads  are  very  heavy  in  weight,  ball  shaped,  solid  and  firm,  with 
a small  core,  fine  texture,  and  splendid  quality. 


Late  Flat  Dutch 


This  variety  needs  no 
recommendation,  because 
it  is  one  of  the  oldest  in 
cultivation.  The  heads 
are  very  solid,  distinctly 
flattened  on  top,  and  of 
excellent  quality.  It  in- 
variably forms  very  large 
and  at  the  same  time  very 
hard  heads,  uniform  in 
size  and  shape.  It  has  a 
very  short  stem,  and  is  a 
very  compact  grower, 
foi'ming  few  loose  leaves. 
This  variety  is  considered 
as  the  standard  very  large 
late  cabbage  for  home 
garden  and  market.

LETTUCE  PLANTS 

Land  for  lettuce  should  be  very  heavily  manured  and 
fertilized.  Lay  off  the  rows  18  inches  apart,  and  set  one 
foot  apart  in  the  row.  If  set  in  cold  frame,  th^y  can  be 
set  10  inches  apart.

BEET  PLANTS 

By  setting  out  beet  plants  you  will  get  them  on  the 
table  three  weeks  ahead  of  those  grown  from  seed.  They 
should  be  set  out  in  the  latter  part  of  February  or  in 
the  first  part  of  March.  Manure  and  fertilize  the  land 
the  first  of  March.
